No changes were made in the teaching staff this year 
and you have been very fortunate to retain such a coopera- 
tive and effective group. This has been a year of very little 
or no friction and this atmosphere certainly lends to the 
teaching learning situation situation that is needed for good 
education.

SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 


This program has been a real addition to your school. 
You are very fortunate to have such capable and interested 
people in the lunchroom. A well prepared and nutritious hot 
meal during their growing years is a must for most of our 
youngsters. 


SECONDARY EDUCATION 


Your enrollment at the Academy is up to 92 and should 
increase up to over 100 next year. An increase in the total 
amount of tuition is warranted. The new Sinclair Law puts 
your secondary education program in a new light and a citi- 
zens committee is studying this now. Any decisions on this 
matter will have to be made by the people of the town using 
all information that can be gathered. 


BUDGET 


While you have a surprisingly good balance in your 
school account it should be remembered that the state school 
subsidy was a fixed amount allotted by the special session 
of the Legislature for this year and next. 1959's state subsidy 
will be based on a foundation program expenditure and for 
that reason it would be unwise to cut your appropriation 
for this year. 


CONCLUSION 


Education has been under the scrutiny of more people 
in the last few months than in any of my previous 25 years 
in the field. This close look is bound to make some improve- 
ments. Our way of life and our nation’s security is the stake. 
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Only so long as all of the people take an interest and work 
for them can our schools do the job required of them. Your 
school has met this challenge for the past year in a very 
creditable manner. Your continued interest and help is need- 
ed during this period of uncertainty. 

For the teachers, the school committee, and myself, I 
wish to express sincere appreciation for the support you have 
given during the past year.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 
January 1 to December 31, 1957 


A generalized Public Health Nursing Program has, as in 
previous years, been carried on in your town. Each taxpayer 
of your community, directly or indirectly, bears the cost of 
this service and should be interested in a sound health pro- 
gram for this town. 


We continually strive to promote the best health and 
welfare in each individual. Hence, home visits have been 
made to prenatal, postnatal, infants, preschool, and school 
children this year. 


This year, due to increased attendance it was necessary 
to hold six Child Health Conferences. These were held in 
the spring and fall months. Children were given at least 
one complete physical examination in addition to the im- 
munizations for whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus, small- 
pox, and polio. 


In the school program 256 students were given either 
first, second, or third inoculations for polio. Conferences 
have been held with school personnel in the interest of this 
program. 
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Children in your town have profited by the Crippled 
Children, Cardiac, Hard of Hearing, and Pediatric Clinics 
sponsored by the Maternal and Child Health Division of the 
State Health and Welfare Department. Referrals are made 
by the family physicians for these services. 


In the Tuberculosis Program chest x-rays have been 
made available to those needing this service. 


HEALTH COUNCIL REPORT 


A Health Council was organized in this community in 
February for the purpose of developing and maintaining a 
well rounded health program for each citizen. 


During this organizational meeting officers were elected, 
by-laws were made and accepted, and committees for the 
preschool, school, and polio programs were formed. 


Two regular meetings have been held since the organiza- 
tional meeting. 


The Child Health Conference committee assisted the 
pubilc health nurse with arrangements and during the six 
conferences held this year. 


The School Health committee has assisted Dr. Walker 
in making a survey of the health needs in the school and of 
the individual children. Physical examinations have been 
started in school by Dr. Walker and a member of this com- 
mittee has assisted with these examinations. 


The Polio committee assisted in the adult and school 
polio clinics. 


Several members attended the Five County Health 
Council Field Day held at Northeast Harbor in June. 
This has been a busy year and shows the many accom- 


plishments that can be made through group planning and 
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participation.

Burned a blanket hanging on the clothes line and 
burned some paint off the shingles on the barn. 


March—Thomas Greatorex—Grass fire—but no damage. 
April—Dwight Lambert—Grass fire—-No damage. 


April—Clyde Pierce—John Sullivan’s place burned flat. The 
wind was blowing quite strong and set fire to Clyde's 
main house and another small house across the road. We 
had both pieces of equipment there and were able to 
keep it under control. 
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April—Forrest Smith (Charleston)—Chimney fire—Fire broke 
out around the chimney and caused considerable dam- 
age. Charleston fire dept. were there when we arrived 
and had it under control. 


April—Line Crew—The line crew left some small piles of 
brush burning when they left work and the fire spread 
to the side of the road—no damage was caused. 


April—Gordon Tracy—Sparks from the chimney set the roof 
on fire—not much damage. Harvard and Kenneth Tate 
noticed it when they were on their way home. 


May—Ivan Willett—Grass fire-No damage. Ivan had been 
burning rubbish a couple of days before that and 
thought it was all out, but it couldn't have been. The 
wind picked it up and it spread in the grass.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
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various officers of the Town of Corinth has been completed 
for the fiscal year ended February 15, 1957. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $21,934.14 was proved by recon- 
ciliation with statement furnished by the Newport Trust 
Company and verification of subsequent deposits of cash on 
hand. 


Other assets, including taxes receivable, tax liens, tax 
acquired property, and accounts receivable were reviewed 
and balances reconciled with supporting detail. 


LIABILITIES 


Current liabilities consist of $2,300.00 due the Ministerial 
and School Fund and $13,413.70 net unexpended balances 
carried forward. 


Unappropriated surplus in the amount of $18,393.28 re- 
flects a substantial increase of $7,836.23; analysis of change in 
this account is shown on Exhibit E. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Treasurers receipts and warrants were added, and were 
in agreement with recorded transactions. Deposits of treas- 
urers cash receipts were compared with bank statements. 
Checks issued were reviewed to the extent considred neces- 
sary. 


The 1956 assessment of property and poll taxes, as com- 
mitted to the collector, was proved, and the uncollected list 
reconciled with recorded balance by detailed examination. 
Copies of excise tax receipts were reviewed, and collector's 
records test checked for accuracy of remittances to treasurer. 


Recorded transactions in matured and unmatured tax 
liens were examined. It is apparent that effort is being made 
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to settle these delinquent tax accounts. Taxpayers should 
more fully realize the results of allowing a tax mortgage lien 
to mature. 


Accounts receivable originated from current year trans- 
actions. 


There were no evident accounts payable. Notes payable 
and interest were paid in full. 


Recorded transactions in withheld employees’ funds re- 
flected no liability. 


Balances carried forward consists principally of unex- 
pended funds under Education, which were reviewed with 
the Superintendent of Schools. 


Trust fund resources, with exception of the Ministerial] 
and School Fund, are held by agencies other than the town 
treasurer; a separate report of such funds, as audited, will 
be submitted to the Trustees and Town Officials. 


We did not make a detailed audit; however, all accounts 
were analyzed and test checked to the extent considered 
necessary. 


It is believed that the accompanying exhibits and sched- 
ules fairly present the financial condition of the Town as of 
February 15, 1957, and the results of its operations for the 
year then ended.
